This saving, it was said, will 

amount to .hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars to the taxpay­ 
ers. 

Torrance polling .places were 
the only ones of the thousands 
In Los /tngeles school districts 
which rejected the $76,000,000

clsloir"of the people "at "lha 
time had considerable effect on 
the subsequent campaign for 
adoption of the City Charter. 

  During this campaign, Los 
Angeles Interests had claimed 
that Torrance must accept lia 
billty and pay Its share- of 
bonded school debt according to 
assessed valuation, and this 
alone would, have meant a cost 
to, Torrance of $1,500,000 on the 
$76,000,000 Issue of. June 4. Tor 
ranee now Is paying nearly $60, 
000 a year on bonded Indebted­ 
ness for schools, and It Is ex 
pected that by the time past 
payments and present liability 
are adjusted, this sum will be 
drastically reduced.

Instead, . she declared, 
they took her to 'Oganesoff's 
'shack" "and- forced her to sub­ 

mit, threatening to, kill her if 
she resisted.

The 
second complaint against Oga­ 
nesoff, filed last Friday, alleges 
a similar offense against a Tor­ 
rance woman on August 30.

Apathy, Growth Of City Responsible 
For Increase In Expenditures Here

Apathy of the taxpayer Is responsible for the -Increase In 
cost of government beyond that which is required by com­ 
munity expansion, according to Logan R. Cotton, auditor of the 
City of Torrance, who addressed Torrance Lions club Tuesday 
noon. Cotton also addressed the Rotary club on Thursday

B> will be the center of some 200,- 
^ 000 population In the next few 

years. 
The auditor said that "you 

yourself are to blame" for the 
Increase In local government ex- 
pense, "because you expect tod 
much from the government and 
don't turn your hand to save 
the city any money." 

Declaring that the tide of 
government expenditure la 
creeping up, he outlined In­ 
creases In cost of Torrance city 
government during the past six 
and seven years, and declared 
that the people are "getting 
what they pay for." Expenses 
for protection of life and prop­ 
erty have gone up 40 percent, 

  he said, "but you wouldn't ask 
the city to lay off .any police 
or firemen." 

"It costs you money," he con- 
  filmed, "to keep the streets 

clean, trees trimmed and the 
parka In good condition." 

"If you don't want parks, tell

the council and they will be 
closed up," Cotton declared, and 
then reminded his listeners that 
If you stop the progress of a 
community," "no one wants to 
live In that community." 

"If you want a clean city, It 
Will cost you money to keep It 
that way," the auditor- said, de- 
ilarlng that unless Torrance is 
Lo become a shabby, cheap-look­ 
ing town the City Council Is 
jolng to have to get the money 
From some source to keep It 
ale an. 

Cotton told the Rotary club 
members that the most efficient 
and best managed cities are 
those operating under the city 
manager form of government. 

He said thai the City of Tor­ 
rance Is over-manned to some 
degree but "we can't hope to go 
back." It cannot be done, he de­ 
clared.

Protests against Increased 
business license taxes outlined 
In the proposed new Torrance 
ordinance were brought to 
City Coundl hist night by rep­ 
resentatives of businesses rang­ 
ing from the little P. E. Lunch­ 
room to the Pepsi-Cola Co. and 
the Hotel and Apartment 
House Owners' Association. 
Lonely exceptions to the rule 

of dissatisfaction were expressed 
by Ed Saul, local hog. farm op­ 
erator, who said the fee of $50 
to be levied on his business waa 
"o. k. with mr   I'm no hog,' 
and F. J. Carpenter, represents 
tlvr of National Supply- Co.

A public hearing on the pro­ 
posed municipal retail soles 
tax of one-half of one percent 
was also held by the City 
Council last evening. 

Mayor Sherfey stated that 
the proposed municipal soles 
tax would parallel the exist­ 
ing State sales tax In Its pro­ 
visions and scope. Numerous

member of the audience re­ 
minded the councllmen that at 
the meeting last week it was 
Indicated that if a soles tax 
were adopted, that an Increase 
in the business license ordi­ 
nance would be unnecessary.

"We've got to stop time, as 
the bubble Is going to break," 
warned Levy. Before the hear­ 
ing adjourned the members of 
the Council finance committee 
agreed to meet Friday evening 
at 7 p.m. with representatives 
of the retail merchants and In­ 
dustries. .

...Commerce secretary, stated 
that a check among nearby 
cities of comparable size with 
Torrance revealed that the per 
capita tax In Torrance was $35 
per year, as contrasted with 
$20 to $25 m other municipali­ 
ties.

Carpenter expressed his grati­ 
tude when Mayor J. Hugh Sher­ 
fey, Jr., said the previously pro­ 
posed "head tax" would be elim­ 
inated. Carpenter said he was 
"happy to Inform you there 
probably will be no objection to 
a flat $24 yearly rate per in­ 
dustry."
